CHOSS GIFT 10 


FRENCH ALLIES} 


The Canadian Red Cross is a 
very potent factor in bringing 
Canada into the sphere of inter- 
national relations. Our Can 
adian Red Cross representatives 
are our ambassadors abroad, 
envoys charged witha peace- 
ful and healing mission. 

An interesting development 
along this line is the close 
cooperation which has been 
arranged between our Canadian, 
Soiety and the French military 
hospitals. Col. Wogetts the 
commissioner in: England in 
April, made a preliminary offer 
of 10,000 cases of Red Cross 
supplies, and the gift was 
heartily welcomed by the 
French Gov. which without 
official delays, made immediate 
arrangements for the receipt of 
this Canadian donation. Al- 
ready 5460 cases have been 
delivered to the French Govt., 
from the Candd@ian Red Cross 
warehouse in London and its 
auxiliary depots in France. 

OF these 5460 cases 2000 con- 
tained bandages and dressings. 

There were 1000 cases of 
sheets, 500 of socks, 300 of 
pyjamas. In fact there wasa 
a well arranged selection of all 
the articles required for the 
wounded in the hospitals, 

This is only the beginning of 
Red Cross reciprocity between 
Canada and France, and should 
bea matter of pride to every 
Canadian that our country is 
so efficiently discharging its 
moral: Red Cross obligation to 
our allies.

Forfeited Legal Claim. 

The court held that the German gov- 
ernment lost all legal claim to the Ap- 
pam.and her cargo as prizes of war 
when Lieut. Berg and his prize crew 
last February first brought them into 
the neutral waters of Hampton Roads 
with the intention of “laying up” 
vessel indefinitely. 

The eourt held further: 

“That the Prpdsian-Ameriean treaty 
of 1799 renewed in 1828 does not apply 
er control in the case so as to fuar- 
anteo the ‘prize crew asylum in United 
States waters, 

“That the action of the German prize 
court in declaring the Appam a. prize 
while the case was in litigation in the 
United States courts has no effect on 
the jurisdiction of the courts, 

“That the jurisdiction of the United 
States court in the case is established 
by a long line of precedents including 
Several by the supreme -court. 

Violated U. S. Neutrality. 

“*The court's conclusion,” the decision 
reads, “is that the manner of bringing 
the Appam into the waters of the Uni- 
ted States as well as her presence in 
these waters, constitutes a violation of 
the neutrality of the United States; 
that she came in without bidding or 
permission; that she is. here in viola- 
tion of the law; that she is unable to 
leave for lack of a crew which she can 
not provide or augment without fur- 
ther violation of neutrality; that In her 
present condition she is without a law- 
ful right to be. andremain in the wa- 
ters; that,°as between her captors and 
owners, to all practical intents and 
purposes, she must be treated as aban- 
doned and stranded ,upon our shores; 
and, that “her..owners, are entitled... aes

CANADA'S WOUNDED 
BEING. CARED FOR 
BY. RED GROSS 


The official Canadian casualty 
list now contains over ¥%5,000 
names. This constitutes a large 
army of wounded whose treat- 
ment devolves upon the Cana- 
dian Medical Service assisted 
by the Red Cross. 

Our medical units are to be 
found in every. part of, vhe wat 
and the M ad lerransar rel n the 
latter district, Canada: has 
supplied 4,320 beds, and 1264 
medical officers, nurses and or- 
derlies. The total personnel in 
all the fields is 6,935, 

At the beginning of tho war 
an attempt was made to place 
our wounded in Canadian hos- 
pitals, but this was found im- 
possible, and a wounded Cana- 
dian may be found in any one 
ofthe 3,500 active treatment 
hospitals throughout Great 
Britain. 

Each unit in the field how- 
evor is served by the Canadian 
Red Cross when called upon by 
the Canadian Medical Corps, 
and the Canadian soldier in the 
first stages of his wound, in his 
passage’ from the advanced 
dressing station to the field 
hospital and casualty clearing 
station is in Canadian. hands, 
Again after dischargefrom ac- 
tive trentment hospitals, every 
@anadian must be sent to a 
Canadian Convalescent Hospi- 
tal,such as Bearwood Park, at 
Buckingham, Berks, -the Cana 
dian Convalescent Hospital at 
Bromley, and the Kings Cana- 
dian Red Cross Hospital at 
Bushy Park, 

Two of the best known ac- 
tive treatment Hospitals are 
the Ducheas of Connaught Red 
Cross Hospital at Taplow, one 
of the best equipped and mast 
efficient hospitals in Euroze, 
and the Queen Alexandra Hos- 
pital at Beachborough. In ad- 
dition to these hospitals there 
are special Canadian Hospitals 
for the treatment of special con- 
ditions. These are the West 
Cliffe Canadian cye and ear 
hospital at Folkestone and the 
Grenville special hospital which 
attends to cases of shell shock 
andinjury to nerves. Blinded 
soldiers are sent to St. Dua- 
stan's Cellege for the Llind in 
Regents Park, London. For- 
tunately cases of this nature 
have been rare amongst the 
Canadian troops.

A Swiss military expert who -has 
been on the Italian front since, the 
entrance of Italy into the war says 
that Count.Cadorna by quick action 
in the ‘autumn of 1915 prevented an 
offensive movement of the Austrians 
in Tréntino, This fact, however, was 
kept secret for strategic reasons. All 
war. correspondents received. orders 
not to mention what had been done. 
Early in September, 1915, the. Italian 
aviators ascértaincd that the Aus- 
trians were: bringing large réinforce- 
ments and:an enormous number. of 
guns to their front in the Southern 
Tyrol.

Brave Soldier Who Fought a Superior 
Force of Germans is a 
National Hero 


All Russia talks and sings and tells 
the story of Cosma Krutchkov. If 
there were no Conscription Act in 
Russia, he would lead the nation to 
the feet of the Czar as an offering 
for the defence o fthe Empire—-such 
is the national influence of his name. 

In every shop window his portrait 
is on exhibit, the music halls ring 
with the story of his exploits, and 
in the working class neigkborhoods of 
Petrograd mothers tell their children 
to be a Cosma, and in the churches 
he is blessed and prayed for. And yet 
he is only a plain soldier, modest, re- 
tiring, and- afraid of the popularity 
that has been so unexpectedly show- 
ered. upon him. He will not take the 
leave that is offered him—he wants to 
live and die with his regiment. 

And all this because he rose up one 
morning and put an end to a_ bunch 
of Germans. - German cavalrymen 
were seen somewhere in Russia in the 
distance. 

_The tiny band of Cossacks under 
his order immediately rode to the 
attack, When a few shots had been 
exchanged, the Germans, secing how 
few their opponents were, turned 
round and rode to meet them. After 
a few minutes fighting, twenty-two 
Germans. were dead (eleven by 
Krutchkov'’s hand), two lay wounded 
on the ground, and the remaining 
three fled. 

Krutchkov . had been wounded six- 
teen and his horse eleven times. The 
other Cossacks had each received a 
few wounds. All were taken to hos- 
pital at Vitebsk, where they recovered 
in a wonderfully short space oi time; 
now they are again at the front. 
Krutchkov received his Cross and his 
fame. filled all Russia, .

Out of the gate of. the stately mon- 
astery comes a procession of the silent 
white-garbed monks, going ouz to 
their work in the fields as they have 
been doing daily even when the battle 
was raging all around them, before the 
Germans were finally ,driven back to 
their present positions barely visible 
in the distant -horizon.

Bold Attacks on Cruelties of German

The irrepressible Dr. Liebknecht 
launched a strong set of accusations 
against the military authorities. He 
accused the German government of 
persecuting the relatives of young 
men of Alsace Who failed, to take up 
arms and took refuge in Switzerland. 
The military authorities, unable to 
compel these men to return, revenged 
themselves by confiscating the pro- 
perty of their parents, against all Ger- 
man law..

sary in a gallery a htindred yards long 
is so considerable that the air is rare- 
ly good enough to allow a candle to 
urn. : 

“In this instance we were also with- 
out electric lamps, and the work had 
to be done almost entirely in the dark. 
—at any rate, during the last twenty- 
four hours. 4 

_ The infantry attack which was to 
follow the explosion, was timed to 
begin at 4:30 a.m., and the mines 
had to be exploded at 4:29 a.m., so 
that the infantry might rush forward 
under cover of the smoke from the 
explosion. 4 

In ordet to blow up this mine to 
form a ready made communication 
trench the charges had to be laid in 
a series, equidistant and of equal 
amount, except for those nearest our 
own end, Which for safety’s sake 
were madc lighter. ; 

These charges were connected up 
electrically “in series” and “in paral- 
lel” so that theré could be no possible 
doubt. of their exploding as soon as 
the “exploder” or battery was used. 
To make doubly sure a fuse had been 
attached,.so that if the electrigal con- 
nections failed the safety fus@ could 
be employed. 

The time came at last, and we push- 
ed down the handles of the exploders. 
So great was the concussion of the 
shells dropping at the time that for 
the life of me I thought the charge 
series of charges as we were firing 
had failed, though such a charge or 
was sufficient to shake down dug-outs 
séveral hundred yards away. 

To make sure we hurriedly changed 
the connections on the batteries using 
three exploders for ‘each separate 
charge, and then when our minute’s 
gracc was almost up we gave up 
troubling further and came out from 
our improvised shelter feeling that 
we had failed. 

How pleased we were to mect a 
cheery captain as we went along the 
front line towards the communication 
trench, who told us the mine had ex- 
ploded splendidly! : 

The captain was now in the same 
state of excitement awaiting his time 
to lead his meh over the parapet and 
across to the German. lines as we 
had been waiting for 4,29 a.m.. 

He was the captain of the second 
line, who were now. manning the 
front line trench, while the frontline 
fellows were already in No Man's 
Land lying hiddeti in a ditch. 

Thé moment arrived, and the order 
to charge forward was given, and 
away they rushed across the open, 
and in less than half an hour had tak- 
en the first three. lines of German 
trenches. 

The sappers, too, had rushed out, 
and with pick and shovel were busy 
making the connections blown by our 
mine into a communication trench by 
which ammunition and reserves could 
be brought forward to the lads in 
front. 

This work brought to light the fact 
that we had blown in a german gallery 
within four feet of our own and had 
killed at least four Germans by- the 
explosion—how many more. were 
there might have been in their demol- 
ished gallery one couid not say. 

For our part, tired out by the excr- 
tions of the previous few yp Sy it was 
not long before we were back at bil- 
lets and fast asleep, and it was a mo3t 
pleasant reflection’as .ewlaodwyn m 
pleasant reflection as we !ay down to 
rest that we had carried out our work 
with the begt possible results and 
without a casualty of any kind. 


Digging Out the Enemy 


Germans Were. Moles in Last Incar- 
nation, Say French 


“It is great pleasure’ writes a 
French officer in the Argonne, “to 
Work against .the Germans. ‘They 
dig like lunatics.” 

‘Pirst you find they are three yards 
wn, so you go down five. . Then 
you find they arc still below you, so 
you go down seven, but still tay dig 
deeper, and there is no end to it! 
They must have been moles in their 
last incarnation!” 

“They do a lot of bluffing,” said 
another officer. “To make us think 
they are digging day and night they 
sometimes hang up a pickaxe from 
one of the beams of ‘their sap and 
leave a man to swing it to and fro 
so that it may tap against the rock.

“The endurance of the French 
troops during this battle was. beyon 
all. praise. We are going to stay 
here,’ said one of these poilus to a 
staff officer, ‘urtil we are killed, and 
in that way we are sure the reserves 
will be able to come up in time.’ I 
spoke to a wounded man just back 
from the firing trench, He had lost 
his right hand, and I condoled with 
him on‘his Lad luck. “That is noth- 
ing,’ he replied cheerfully. ‘I offered 
my life ta France, and she has only 
taken my hand, so there I gain.’ 

“In the utter fatiguc the men fought 
on doggedly without food or drink. 
An artillery captain told me the stor 
of his battery. It was in the full 
height of the assault, and their guns 
hed been firing round after round at 
the highest speed. After seven or 
eight rounds the 75’s became so hot 
that it is impossible to fire any longer 
until the pieces have been cooled. 


Their guns had reached the stage of? 


heat, and there was no water left ex- 
cept in the men’s water bottles. The 
men were almost dying of thirst, and 
et of their own free will they re- 
used to drink a single drop, reserv- 
ing all the water iu their flasks for the 
cooling of the pieces which were de- 
fending the infantry a mile or tyo 
away, 

“In connection with the battle of 
Verdun the name of Colonel Driant, 
Deputy of Nancy and a patriotic 
writer, will always be remembered: 
With his two battalions of picked 
troops he recovered by a counter- 
attack the original French positions 
in the Bois des Caures, but owing to 
the withdrawal of the French left the 
Germans began to surround him. He 
divided the men into five columns for 
the retreat that had become inevit- 
able, and he ‘himself marched in the 
rear of the last column. Almost all 
his troops had retired safely from te 
woods when the Germans closed 
round -from the Jeft.--and from “the 
right nipping the last French column, 
as it were, with a pair of gigantic pin- 
cers. A hundred men or so were cut 
off, and with them Colonel Driant, 
who true to the ancient naval tradi- 
tion that captain should bz the last 
man to leave his ship had chosen for 
himself the place of danger.”

Of Holland's danger Louis Rae-! 


maekers, the artist, says: “In 
country I think there are a quarter 
of.a million Germans. There are many 
thousands of them in Amsterdam and 
almost every German is a spy. 1 
estimate that there’ are also thou- 
sands of military spies. The Germans 
know all our weaknesses and our 
strength. Near Limburg, in a dis- 
trict where there are quite uninport- 
ant villages, they have built numer- 
ous railways. The grass has been 
growing between the rails for thirty- 
five years, and there were no trains 


running when I was there, and I have! 


spent ten years in the neighborhood. 
We shall see whether the Germans 
consider themselves strong enough to 
‘hack a way’ through. 

The concentration of their troops 
on our frontier was surely part of a 
carefully laid plan, the development 
of which. we skall soon witness. 
was as deliberate as the sinking of 
the Tubantia and the Palembang. I 
should imagine that the sinking of 
these vessels was done with the avow- 
ed object of provoking a sharp note 
from the Dutch Government and such 
an outburst of feeling in Holland as 
would give the Germans a pretext for 
declaring war and making an attempt 
at securing the mouth of the Rhine, 
which they have so long coveted. 1 
am so convinced that my views are 
correct that, although forty-seven 
years of age, I have decided to volun- 
teer for service in the Dutch army. 

The German armies will meet with 
a warm reception when they do cross 
the frontier, but it is idle to under- 


estimate the power of the invaders. 


It is well known that as a iast resort 
we have a powerful means of defence 
in the flooding of vast areas of the 
country between our frontiers and the 
principal towns. But the Germans are 
perfectly well aware of this plan and 
know very much more about it than 
the average Dutchman. It must be 
remembered, too, in calculating our 
chances that our guns were made in 
Germany, and Krupp’s agents know 
a good deal of our whole defensive 
forts.” : :

Many people. may be interested to 


know through what process the dis-. 


pensation of relief to the three million 
Starving people of Belgium, goes in 
order to reach.its destination with the 
assurance that none of it reaches the 
Germans. Donations of money*or in 
kind turned into branches of the Bel- 
ium Relief work all over Canada are 
in turn delivered into the hands of the 
Belgian Relief Committee, 59 St. Peter 
street, Montreal, which is the official 
outlet for Canada. This in turn goes 
to the neutral commission, which, 
through the mere fact that it is neu- 
tral, ‘prevents Germany from profiting 
hy the relief sent to the Belgians. 

Cargoes of food are sent to Rotter- 
dam and thence by train into Belgium. 
In Pelgium there are 125 central ware- 
hcuses under the control of Ameri- 
cans and from these warehouses the 
necessary food and other supplies are 
issued to 4,000 Belgian communal 
committees. These communities re- 
issue the food to the Belgians as it is 
needed and hand out of the other sup- 
plies as permitted by the amount ar- 
riving. 

Since the relief work was first. start- 
ed the national ocmmitteé had handed 
to the neutral commission over $6,- 
000,000 collected from British sources 
alone. This is but a drop in the bus- 
ket. Three hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars a week is needed to carry on 
th? work and this only represents 
th-ee_ slices of bread and a pint of 
soup daily for the starving Belgians.

And along these two miles is 
a good sized city of people, over 4,000 
engaged inthe infinite details of this 
var work, gfeat and small, all the 
way from secretary of state for war, 
down to boy veouts and girl messen- 
gers. And this is onl: the central €s- 
tablishment, for the War exigencies 
haye outgrown even this huge builds 
ing, and many outside buildings, busi- 
ness blocks and other premises have 
been taken in as War Office: 

The sudden extension of censoring 
aS a precaution of military :defence 
has called into, service a Jarge army 
of censors, and a number of large 
business premises in various quarters | 
have been acquiréd for the military 
censors’ branch. Three or four other 
branches are at other points, and 
practically the whole ordnance branch 
has grown into a separate govern- 
ment department with a Cabinet Min-- 
ister, Lloyd-George, at its head. 

Yet the Wai Office still remains 
tke throbbing centre of the war work; 
her: the larger questions of strategy 
and the campaigns in variou. theatres 
of the war are worked out; here the 
army council and the Imperial general 
staff hold their mectings, and here the 
many branches of military work . am- 
ify from the headquarters of General 
Sit W. Robertson, chief of the Imper- 
ial staff; Lieut.-General Sir H. Sclater, 
adjutant-General to the forces; Licut.- 
General Sir I. Cowans, quartermaster- 

encral, and the two members of Par- 
iament who represent the civilian 
branch and keep the war branch in 
touch with Parliament, Mr. lennant, 
Parliamentary under-seerctary for war 
and Mr. Foster, financial secretary 
for war, with Sir Reginald Brade as 
secretary of the War Office and of the 
War Council.

Office, and more difficult to get out— 
like the continental railway system.

CANADIAN RED CROSS 
ACTIVE IN FRANCE ; 
HE ACTIVITY of the Canadian Red Cross in France is 
fully in keeping withthe size and importance of this 
country. The socioty is té the fullest extent carrying out the 
purpose of its organization andis rendering immense relief 
services not only to the Canadian and British wounded but also 
to the French. 

A-good idea of the magnitude of this assistance can be 
gained from a list of two months supplies sent out from the 
warehouse in Boulogne which is in the charge of the assistant 
commissioner Capt. Blaylock. 

To field and base hospitals there were sent 647 cases of 
bandages of thirteen varieties. There were 827 cases of dress- 
ings and 84 of hospital pads, 6928 pillow cases, 2064 sheets, 1423 
bed, dressing and pneumonia jackets, 4957 pyjamas, 41,150 shirts 
and 6391 pairs of socks. It mustbe remembered that this is 
only a partial statement of 2 months shipments from out of 


Ample provision is made fur the comfort and véetention of 
the:cunvalescent soldier. Ali manner of games are sent to the 
hospitals. To one hospital the Boulogne depot sent a complete 
cinema outfit, to another a piano, and to others, gramophones 
with a large assortment of records. It shipped also in the 
period. mentioned, 129,000 cigarettes and 597 pipes. The Red 
Cross sees to it that,the wounded do not lack for anything in 
anyway necessary tocomfort, such as shaving outfits and 
toilet articles of every description. 

In connevtion with the upkeep of numerous hospitals and 
the repair of large number of ambulances, the Red Cross store 
houses issues a great variety of articles, such as carpenters tools 
and automobile accessories. Indeed the scope of Red Cross 
enterprise is amazing, and the ability of the Canadian Society 
to attend to all the intricate details of such a complex organiza- 
tion should be a matter of pride to every Canadian.

Wis. The use of artificial silk mage 
y 
leaps and bounds, Originally its prin- 
cipal use was in the manufacture of 
braids and trimmings, but recently 
the manufacture of hose from artifi- 
cial silk has become an industry of 
vast importance. Other uses for arti- 
ficial silk are woven goods of all 
kinds, linings, tapestries, etc., neck- 
ties, ribbons, sweater coats, etc, About 
5,500,000 pounds of artificial silks are 
used annually in the United States. 
There are several methods of manu+ 
facture, but that from wood pulp is 
usually: made by treating the wood 
pulp with caustic lye, after which it 
is dissolved in carbon disulphide. This 
is then diluted with more caustic lye 
to form a viscose which is allowed to 
age for some time, It is then forced 
through dies tq form threads, which 
are hardened by a treatment with 
sulphuric acid, ammonium sulphate 
and sodium borate, of former acid, Af- 
ter washing and drying the silk is 
ready for use. The laboratory is in- 
vestigating the artificial silk problem 
as a possibility for utilizing wood 
waste, and has on hand a variety of 
articles made from this material-— 
Boston Transcript.

stitute to draw a rainfall curve for 
3,000 years. The curves agree fairly 
well and show that the climate has 
been pulsatory throughout this Jong 
term, with periods of rainy seasons, 
Both curves indicate that the one 
thousand years before Christ,.were 
much wetter than at later periods. 

“At the beginning of the nineteenth 
century occurred many cold, wet 
summers. The years 1812 and 1816 
were especially marked by a great de- 
pr ssion of .emperature in Canada 
and the Northern United States; and 
1816 was afterwards known as the 
year without a 5ummer. 

“Many summers in the forties were 
very cold and wet, also in the sixties, 
and again in the early eighties. 

“In Toronto since April Ist. there 
has been a slightly greater rainfall 
than in any corresponding period on 
record, but there have been at least 
ten other three-month periods—June 
to August, and July to September— 
with a much-greater rainfall, 

“There is not the slightest reason to 
suppose that the cannonading in Eue- 
ope has any appreciable effect. I be- 
lieve it to be negligible in the gigan; 
tic workings of nature. The excessive 
rain has been only in Ontario and 
Western Quebec, Eastern Quebec 
and the Maritime Provinces nave been 
nearly average, and Newfoundland 
has been dry, and for two months the 
weather there has been exceptionally 
fine and bright. 

“The variations in rainfall from 
}year to year -hrough long periods 
are connected with the general circula- 
tion of the earth’s atmosphere, which 
is‘ without doubt affected by changes 
in solar radiation, which is also var- 
jable.

_A Pioneer Farmer 


A Once Prominent Figure’ in the 
Arena of Manitoba Politics 
and. Agriculture 


Not alohe from an aspect of the 
pinlatad relationship | possessed by 

homas Greenway with Manitoba, we 
recollected the deceased as an agri- 
culturalist and founder of the 1 env 
moth farm known.as Praitie Hoine, 
one half mile southward from his 
heme town, Crystal City. At .Prairie 
Hame,. Thomas Greenway’s hours 
were spent when absence from politi- 
cal activity permitted him to hie away 
from the din of the turbulent waves 
ofthat ever restless sea of Manitoba 
politics. : ; 

Asa breeder of Shorthorn cattle 
the name of Greenway was associated 
with the highest grades; from Maine 
to southern States, the strain from’ 
Prairie Home has been dispersed. In 
the horse marts of the Old World, he 
was a frequent purchaser; no impédi- 
ment was permitted to interfere with 
his desire to add the highest class of 
guuine stock to his famous __ stables, 
The pens -of' Tamworth and China 
hogs, were a survival of the fittest} 
only a remark applicable to the barns 
of sheep containing animals leading 
Fairs of Canada and the United States 
have awarded highest diplomas. 

From a political standpoint Thomas 
Greenway .was .« unique figure. Even 
when his government was relegated 
into the shades of opposition, the once 
Fremier continued as in former days 


to steadfastly guard the interests 44 


Manitoba. Within thé Legislative 
Chamber at Kennedy street, he wasn 
prone to assume bombastic rity ad 
against those vith whom he differtd 
concerning issues, His conyigtions 
never faltered between two, opinions; 
as an exporient of ManiteBa’s rights, 
Greenway stood in the foremost tank, 
His after,carcer as aymember of the 
Railway Cominission, was marke 
with an advocaey upholding the 
tenets of citizenship against iron heel- 
ed monopolistic railroad corporations; 
into the trenches of these he pene- 
trated and withstood the shot and 
shelf hurled at him from the enemy 
uns. 

There. came a day that Thomas 
Greenway laid down his word. In the 
month. of October, 1908 he was laid 
at rest within the faniily cemetary on 
the banks of Crystal Creek. A sad 
procession which wended its way 
along the lane to the burying ground 
carpeted with the scattered leaves of 
Autumn's wind storms, Around his. 
bier stood they who had fought shoul- 
der to shoulder with him in strenuous 
political warfare. Not alone they, but 
those who raised the sword of opposi- 
tion to his policies, lowered the earth- 
ly. remains of Thomas Greenway to 
a last resting place. 

Thomas Greenway, pioncer, agricul- 
turist, Premier of his adopted fand 
fought valiantly. His most combat- 
tive opponents recognized-im his ca- 
reer a mati for whose energies Mani- 
toba has much to be thankful for. The 
memory of Thomas Greenway is not 
perpetuated from monument of stone 
erected over his grave. The progres- 
siveness of Manitoba in early years 
of history, bears lasting testimony to 
that which he accomplished.—J. D, A.

Perhaps the finest cxhibition, how- 
ever, of the machine-like caste of 
the German solcier’s mind cc mes fron 
Denmark, where tne facts relating to 
the following gave the people of Cop- 
enhagen genuine entertainment. 
Some Russian prisoners were work- 
ing on a farm, and found out that their 
guards were stronger and more watch- 
ful than those they had _ previously 
encountered. But one of the Russians, 
with linguistic gifts, an imagination, 
and plenty of cool nerve, gradually 
evolved a plan which was successful. 
The young Russian studied the lan- 
guage of his captors with ardour, and 
quickly became able to bellow out in 
true Prussian style the words of com- 
mand used by the officers of the 
guard. He also studied Prussian me- 
thods, the times of changing guard, 
and so forth.

the city man often protests, but to 
which he necessarily submits. - 

The remedy for country folk is to 
allow community intelligence to pre- 
vail over personal prejudice, and like- 
wise to organize for good health. 
The best goal to work for is a_ full- 
time county health officer.—The Coun- 
iry Gentleman.

‘It is proposed not only to compile 
and keep up-to-date a reference guide 
to all the current official agricultural 
bulletins in the United States, bat to 
include scientific and popular journan 
dealing ith the problem af agriculture. 
The officiat publications of the agri- 
cultural departments in foreign coun- 
tries and the leading scientific jour- 
nal abroad will be included in’ the s 
vice. . 

The references are to be printed 
in the form of a book to take the 
place of the clumsy and expensfve 
card catalogue so that the busy re- 
search worker can carry it home with 
him, The movement has back of it 
the most prominent research workers 
i1 the experiment ‘stations and the 
leading professors in the agricultural 
colleges. . 

The rend: in; of this bibliographi- 
cal service will herald a new day in 
the advance of agricultural work in 
America. Thousands of invaluable 
bullitens are issued by state ond fed- 
eral research workers-by state boards 
and agricultural associations, all of 
which are free and would help the 
poor farmer if he could only find out 
about them, but they accumulate so 
tapidly and ire issued through so 
many diverse agencies that the most 
helpful publications are soon buried 
past the hope of any resurrec:ion.

Potash From Bananas 


Probable Collapse of Germany's 
Scheme to Penalize Britain 


As up to the present Germany 
through her mines of most pure nta- 
terial, has had a monopoly of potash, 
on which Great. Britain and the Unit- 
ed States have depended to a large 


extent for manufacturing purposes, if} 


has been accepted as inevitable it 
Germany that on the conclusion of 
the war, the government would insti- 
tute so heavy ‘a tax upon its import 
that it would recuperate its cxhausted 
exchequer from this source alone. 

It is just possible that this dream 
of Germany may not, after all, cone 
true. At any rate an interesting dis 
covery has béen made in England th. 
may solve the problem of that coun- 
try with regard to potash, 

An English chemist ‘experimented 
with banana stalks to determ‘xe 
whether the fibre cotld be -used for 
‘paper making. During the cxamina- 
tion he noticed that the juice was 
sufficiently alkaline to cause irritaf:t 
action. on the skin, and this led him 
to examine it furthtr, with the ce 
sult that, he found there was present 
a large percentage of potash awl 
practically no soda, His analysis .s 
been confirmed by Dr. Hanley, of 
the Leeds University, 

In fact the figures showed that the 
dried matter of the original stalk 
was as rich in potash as kainit, Ac- 
cording to his analysis a ton of 
banana stalks would yield 188 pounds 
of dried matter containing 13.7 per 
cent of potash, or 54 pounds of asn 
containing 47.5 per cent, oi potash or 
25 pounds of pure potash. ‘This offers 
at important addition to the source 
of the article, as the plant can be 
grown in German last Africa in’ enor- 
mous quantities. 

When the Allies take over that 
colony they may find more than one 
gold mine—they ‘may find a weapon 
that will bring Germany to reason in 
financial affairs.
